UP) — The United States p u t 
into orbit today a new “g y ro­ 
scop e” satellite ex p ected to 
answer many qu estions abou t 
sp ace and weather. 
The satellite, named Ex ­ 
p lorer VIT, was p u t aloft with 
a p owerfu l Ju no II rocket 
fired here at 10:31 a.m. CDT. 
In 
Washing ton, 
the 
National 
Sp ace Ag ency annou nced at 1:22 
p .m. that “ Ex p lorer VII is in or­ 
bit.” 
The satellite had comp leted one 
comp lete orbit arou nd the earth 
shortly before the annou ncement, 
an ag ency sp okesman said. 
Stu dies Cosmic Ray s 
Weig hing 91 % p ou nds, the sat­ 
ellite’s main g oal is to stu dy cos­ 
mic radiation, knowledg e of which 
is a key to sp ace trav el by man. 
The 7 6-foot rocket rose p onder­ 
ou sly from its lau nching p ad. It 
accelerated 
rap idly 
and, 
after 
abou t 40 seconds, arched hig h in 
the sky and headed toward the 
northeast, sp u rting a brilliant tail 
of fire. A minu te later in v anished 
in a clou d bank. 
Twenty - fiv e 
minu tes 
after 
lau nching it was annou nced that 
all fou r stag es of the rocket fired 
su ccessfu lly 
and 
p erformed 
ac­ 
cording to p lan. 
Second Shot Today 
It was the second sp ace shot of 
the day from the Cap e. Earlier. 
a B47 bomber lau nched a 37 -foot 
Bold Orion missile, aiming it at a 
p oint IO miles in front of the Ex ­ 
p lorer VI “ p addle wheel” satel­ 
lite. At the tim e the satellite was 
at 160 miles altitu de in the low 
p oint of its orbit and trav eling at 
26,000 miles an hou r. 
There was no immediate detail 
on the ou tcome bey ond a descrip ­ 
tion of the lau nching as “ su ccess­ 
fu l.” 
Fu rther rep orts awaited stu dy 
of telem etry sig nals from the m is­ 
sile and a comp arison of those 
data with radar reading s on its 
flig ht. 
The lau nching was carried ou t 
ov er the Atlantic missile rang e by 
a B47 bomber from Patrick Air 
Force Base at 5 a.m. 
No attem p t was made to inter­ 
cep t or knock down the satellite, 
bu t only to p ass near it in order to 
check the accu racy of the g u idance 
sy stem. 
The missile was bu ilt by the 
Martin Co. as p art of an Air Force 
contract to dem onstrate the feasi­ 
bility of firing ballistic missiles 
from aircraft. 
The B47 fired the two-stag e. 37 - 
foot-missile from beneath its wing 
while fly ing a few miles sou theast

Th is ex amp le is o n e o f man y 
su ch p o p p in g u p sin ce Kh ru sh ch ev 
retu rn ed fro m America. He, h im­ 
self, added steam to th e cam ­ 
p aign . In Vladiv o sto k , h e ch eer­ 
fu lly ch ided th e bu reau crats fo r 
ru sh in g go o ds to th e sto res 
in time 
fo r 
h is v isit. 
He 
deman ded 
a 
mo re sen sible ap p ro ach to p ro b­ 
lems o f su p p ly in g th e 
co nsumer 
p u blic. 
Fo r so me time, a key phrase in 
Khrushchev ’s pro gram has been 
“ material self-interest.” Its o bv i­ 
o us appeal to the acquisitiv e spirit 
so unds o dd fo r a regime pro fess­ 
ing to be “ building co mmunism.” 
Last w'eek So v iets fo r the first 
time began buy ing co nsumer go o ds 
o n the installment plan, so mething 
they learned fro m Americans. No w 
the papers tell them to learn mo re 
fro m Americans — ho w to pro ­ 
duce mo re go o ds per man, ho w to 
raise fo o d o utput. 
Impatient No te 
Po ssibly such things as materi­ 
al 
self-interest 
and 
installment 
buy ing are intended to be tempo ­ 
rary , as stimulants to labo r pro ­ 
ductiv ity . But in the backgro und 
is an unmistakable no te o f im­ 
patience. 
Khrushchev has seen a number 
o f no n-Co mmunist co untries, and 
he has just seen the United States. 
He wo uld be unlikely to co nfess 
it publicly , but there is a go o d 
chance he was anno y ed by the 
o bv io us superio rity o f tile Ameri­ 
can co nsumer eco no my . 
The So v iet Premier seems will­ 
ing to take o n added risks in an 
attempt to get his o wn co nsumer 
eco no my sho w o n the ro ad. Be­ 
hind his activ ity is a persistent 
public pressure fo r mo re co nsum­ 
er go o ds, by no w fairly o bv io us to 
o utside o bserv ers. 
In spreading a do ctrine o f ma­ 
terial 
self-interest, 
Khrushchev 
takes a chance o f making the So ­ 
v iet co nsumer mo re 
and 
mo re 
pro perty -co nscio us. Fo r the sake o f 


wo rld peace, this sho uld be all to 
the go o d. 
The better o ff the So v iet public 
is, the less it will be inclined to 
risk its gains fo r the glo ry o f a 
misty do ctrine. Histo rically it has 
been demo nstrated that well-fed, 
w'ell-clo thed, pro perty -o wning peo ­ 
ple ten d to be co nserv ativ e, fro m 
a desire to keep what they hav e 
acquired.
